DOGS MI ST BE LICENSED 


That the state dog laws have been 
badly neglected in Adams county but 
will be rigidly enforced from now on 
was the emphatic statement Friday 
morning of James G. Fox, of H arris­ 
burg. special representative of the de­ 
partment of agriculture. 
“Upon ex­ 
amination of the records here”, said 
Mr. Fox, "I find that not one dog own­ 
er has been prosecuted in Adams coun­ 
ty this year. 
From now on there will 
be pitasecutions and it will be well 
for all dog owners to realize that fail­ 
ure to procure licenses means a fine 
of $100 or three months imprisonment. 
The assessors returned 2S56 dogs, thot 
to be about half the number in the 
county, and only 2376 licenses have 
been issued. The commissioners have 
promised cooperation. 
It is said con­ 
stables have been negligent. 


Twenty dog owners appeared a t the 
county treasurer’s office on Saturday 
for licenses, fearing the $100 fine. 
There is a list at the commissioners 
office of dog owners who have failed 
to procure licenses.

Mosaic Disease of Cucumber. 


tions has practically driven the pick- 
ling business out of existence, is shown 
by studies made in Wisconsin by Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
scientists. Their investigations prove 
that the white pickle disease, or mo- 
saic disease of cucumbers, also attacks 
the wild or white pickle cucumber, a 
vine which occurs along streams and is 
used for ornamental purposes in many 
parts of the middle We«t. Michigan, 
Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin, whore 
this wild vine thrives, are the center 
of the piek!e-gro\\mg industry in thin 
country. The wild plant is a serious 
menace to the culthated cucumber in 
these states, because it is the prin- 
cipal, if not the only, mean=> by \\hich 
this disease is carried over from sea- 
son to season. 


All pei sons in town and country 


in cucumber regions are urged by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture to stop planting the v\ ild cucum- 
ber and to pull up and destroy all v. ild 
cucumber plants tound in their vicin- 
ity. 


Disease Near Towns. 


Coincident with the great abundance 


of wild cucumbers near towns it has 
been obsened that the white pickle 
disease of the cultivated cucumber is 
generally more abundant and severe 
near towns than in the open country. 
This- is of 
importance not only 
to 


near-by farmers who grow pickles as 
a business, but to town gardeners as 
well who wish to grow a few cucum- 
bers, muskmelons or other vine crops 
for home use. The disease may attack 
any of these vines so severely as to 
kill the plant or prevent the production 
of any but warty and worthless fruits. 


The striped cucumber beetle, which 


Is usually present on cucumbers, is 
one of the most effective agents in 
spreading the disease from plant to 
plant and from field to field. Depart- 
ment of agriculture scientists have 
shown that the disease is carried from 
one cucumber crop to the next as fol- 
lows: Seed produced on a mosaic 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


More 
neighborhood trouble has 


ong'iiated from neighbor's chickens de- 
strcning garden crops than from any 
other one source, it has been asserted. 
A good, closely-woven wire fence is 
the best insurance that can be taken 
out against such trouble* 


A garden was being destroyed by a 


nelgubor's chickens, and the owner 
bored small holes in grains of corn 
and tied a thread about a foot in 
lencth to each kernel of corn. On the 
other end of the thread he tied small 
tncs on which was printed, "I have 
been scratching in my neighbor's gar- 
den." 


When the- fowls went home with one 


or more of these tags hanging from 
their beaks, there was no further trou- 
ble. 


A good fence not only keeps out 


neighbor's thickens but doe-, and cats 
as well. While the chickens scratch 
up the ground, the do_'s des-troy it by 
running o\er it and making beds un- 
derneath the foliage ol the larger 
crops. Cats are particularly trouble- 
some when the garden j> first planted, 
and it takes a pretty good fence to 
keep them out. 


Reports to the United States depart- 


ment of agriculture show that very 
little trouble has been experienced by

It is quite certain, therefore, that the 
disease generally starts each season 
from the wild cucumber, and it ap- 
pears probable that the elimination of 
this plant as an ornamental would go 
far toward reducing the amount of 
mosaic disease on cultivated cucum- 
bers.

namental are the morning glory, the 
scarlet runner bean, and the cypress 
vine. All are quick growers and pro- 
vide shade and an abundance of 
showy flowers.

New Ruling Clears 


Fruit Juice Dispute. 


Any person may, without permit, and 


without givinS bond, manufacture uonin- 
toxicating cider and fruit juices, according 
to an important ruling made by Faderal 
Prohibition Commissioner Kramer, and in 
eo doing he may take his apple? or fruits 
to a tustom mill and huve them made in- 
Lo cider and Iruit juices. After such non- 
nto£icating cider and fruit juices are made 
:hcy must be used exclusively in the home, 
aud when so used, the phrase "nonintoxi- 
eating" means nonintoxicating in fact and 
not less than one-half of 1 per cent of al- 
cohol. Or if the person making such cider 
and fruit juices desires to do so, he may 
sell such cider and fruit juices at any time 
;o persona having permits to make vine- 
gar; this he may do under the provisions 
of the act. If he preserves such cider and 
fruit juices at the time they are made he 
nay sell the same to the public in general. 
Jr he may sell said cider and other fruit 
luicea so long as they contain less than 
one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol, but the 
purchaser thereof cannot use or possess 
the same after they contain more thcoue- 
lialf of 1 per cent of alcohol. The cidei in 
the home may be allowed to turn to vine- 
gar if the owner desires, provided he adds 
no sucar or other fermentable fubstance 
to the cider or fruit juices to increase the 
alcoholic content thereoff; he may sell said 
vinegar to any one who may desire to pur- 
chase it.

Mosaic Disease of Cucumber. 


tions has practically driven the pick­ 
ling business out of existence, Is shown 
by studies made in Wisconsin by Unit­ 
ed States department of agriculture 
scientists. Their investigations prove 
that the white pickle disease, or mo­ 
saic disease of cucumbers, also attacks 
the wild or white pickle cucumber, a 
vine which occurs along streams and is 
used for ornamental purposes in many 
parts of the middle West. Michigan, 
Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin, where 
this wild vine thrives, are tho center 
of the pickle-growing Industry in thi* 


! country. The wild plant is a serious 
j menace to the cultivated cucumber in 
these states, because it is the prin­ 
cipal, if not the only, means by which 
this disease is carried over from sea­ 
son to season. 


All persons In town and country 
in cucumber regions are urged by the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture to stop planting the wild cucum­ 
ber and to pull up and destroy all wild 
cucumber plants £ound in tlieir vicin­ 
ity. 


Disease Near Towns. 


Coincident with the great abundance 
of wild cucumbers near towns it has 
been observed that the white pickle 
disease of the cultivated cucumber is 
generally more abundant and severe 
near towns than in the open country. 
This is of 
importance not only 
to 
near-by farmers who grow pickles as 
a business, but to town gardeners as 
well who wish to grow a few cucum­ 
bers, muskmelons or other vine crops 
for home use. The disease may attack 
any of these vines so severely as to 
kill the plant or prevent the production 
of any but warty and worthless fruits. 


Tho striped cucumber beetle, which 
Is usually present on cucumbers, is 
one of the most effective agents in 
spreading the disease from plant to 
planf and from field to field. Depart­ 
ment of agriculture scientists have 
shown that tho disease is carried from 
one cucumber crop to the next as fol­ 
lows: Seed produced on a mosaic

More 
neighborhood 
trouble 
has 
originated from neighbor’s chickens de­ 
stroying garden crops than from any 
other one source, it has been asserted. 
A good, closely-wo veil wire fence is 
the best insurance that can bo taken 
out against such trouble». 


A garden was being destroyed by a 
neignbor's chickens, and 
the 
owner 
bored small holes in grains of corn 
and tied a thread about a foot in 
length to each kernel of corn. 
On the 
other end of the thread he tied small 
tags on which was printed, “I have 
been scratching in my neighbor's gar­ 
den.” 


When the fowls went home with one 
or more of these tags hanging from 
their beaks, there was no further trou­ 
ble. 


A good fence not only keeps out 
neighbor’s chickens but dops and cats 
as well. 
While the chickens scratch 
up the ground, the dogs destroy it by 
running over it and making beds un­ 
derneath the foliage of the larger 
crops. 
Cats are particularly trouble­ 
some when the garden is first planted, 
and it takes a pretty good fence to 
keep them out. 


Reports to the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture show that very 
little trouble has been experienced by

city gardeners from human depreda­ 
tions. 
Most of the trouble has come 
from chickens and stray animals, and 
the right kind of fence will prevent 
most of the losses.

Beetles Carry Disease. 


When the garden and field cucum­ 
bers appear the beetles fly to feed on 
them, carrying the disease with them. 
It Is quite certain, therefore, that the 
disease generally starts each season 
from the wild cucumber, and It ap­ 
pears probable that the elimination of 
this plant as an ornamental would go 
far toward reducing the amount of 
mosaic disease on cultivated cucum­ 
bers, 
Among the climbing annuals 
which have been recommended to take 
the place of wild cucumbers as an or­ 
namental are the morning glory, the 
scarlet runner bean, and the cypress 
vine. 
All are quick growers and pro» 
vide shade and 
an abundance 
of 
showy flowers. Of the many perennial 
vines available for use as ornamentals, 
the Virginia creeper, the wild grape, 
white flowered clematis, and the false 
bittersweet are mentioned as especially 
adapted for the middle West. 
Those 
Interested in looking Into the matter 
further should secure Farmers’ Bulle­ 
tin 195 from the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 


Usually several bens can be set with 
good results In one large room or loft, 
providing each with feed, water, and 
dust bath, so that they may leave tho 
nests and return at will. The nests 
should be placed several feet apart to 
avoid Interference with one another. 
Straw or hay, not chaff, makes tho 
best nesting material.—United States 
Department of Agriculture.

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RATER LAKE NATIONAL PARK 
is to be enlarged—according to all 
indications. 
The 
senate 
passed 


the bill (S.2797) the other day with- 
out opposition. The house is likely 
to follow suit; at least no opposi- 
tion to the project has made its 
appearance publicly. The national 
park service is supporting it. The 
area to be added is public domain. 
There Is therefore no expense. The 


enlargement is scenically attractive, is naturally 
a part of the park and is needed for the com- 
prehensne de\elopmcnt of the public playground 
of which Crater Lake is the. feature. 


The small map given herewith has a broken 


line around the present park and the hea\y contin- 
uous Hue shows the park as enlarged. The pres- 
ent park IF approximately 18 miles east and west 
by IS miles north and south and contains 240 
squaie miles or 139,360 acres. The enlargement 
contains about 143 square miles or 02,800 acres. 
The p.uk lies in Klamath county, in southwestern 
Ouxon about CO miles from the California line. 
The nearest railroad points are Medford on the 
mam line of the Southern Pacific, 83 miles to the 
southwest; Klamath Falls, 62 miles to the south 
on a bniiuh line, and Kirk, 2G miles to the south- 
east on a bra nib. line. The park lies on the crest 
of the Cascades and \aries in eUnatlon from 5,000 
to 0,000 feet. 


The addition is spoken of loc.illj as the "Dia- 


mond lake region," because of the \ery attractive 
lake w h K h is one of its features. 
This lake is 


about 3,000 feet above sea knel and is about 5 
b> 2y2 miles. From Crater lake to Diamond lake 
b.\ trail is is miles. Diamond lake is compara- 
tnely shallow and vanns up enough for comfort- 
able bathing 
On the east and south the shore 


is grassj, with a gradual slope to a pehblj beach. 
The lake is beautifully situated and altogether 
the location makes an ideal camping ground. 


In this lies much of its desirability 
Crater 


lake is a world mar\el, but it is not entirely ad- 
mirable as a camping cround. 
The camping 


ground is of course on the rim, a thousand feet 
or so alwe the water. And as a bathing lake it 
Is out of the question the temperature of its 
water being about 3S decrees .ill summer 
And 


in addition the lake Is more than 2,000 feet deep 
in places. 


The Diamond lake region offers fine fishing 


also. To be sure, nobodj could ask for finer trout 
than the rainbowts in Crater Like 
The% run big; 


some of them scale ten pounds 
And they are 


magnificent fighters; manj experts ho'd that pound 
for pound the Crater lake ranibou it, the hardest 
fighter of all the western trout. But fishing from 
the rocky, broken shore at the foot of the lake 
walls is often hard work. The best tisbing is from 
a boat—and to some angleis this is comparatively , 
no fun. They want to fcfeal along a stream and 
find a pool and match wits with the big fellow 
that has pre-empted It and holds it against all 
comers. 


And that's just the kind of fishing there is up 


around Diamond lake. 
Two creeks—Silent and 


Short—flow into Diamond lake at its south end. 
Two Bear creek flows Into it from the north 
Other trout streams are scattered o\er the ad- 
dition. 


All the roads into the present park come from 


the south. 
The enlargement will give the park 


a road from the north and direct connection with 
Bend and central Oregon points. In the future 
a connecting road to the wonderful Rim road 
around Crater lake would be a natural improve- 
ment; at present only a horse trail crosses the 
range, •which thrusts through the enlargement 
and Into the park like a huge wedge. 


Right up in the very northeast comer of the 


enlargement is Howlock mountain (8,331 feet). 
To the east of Diamond lake is Mount Thielsen 
(9,178) and to the west is Mount Bailey (8,336). 
They are picturesque peaks and well worth as- 
cending. All through the addition there is scen- 
ery worth while. 


Crater lake attracted 10,643 visitors last sum- 


mer and the attendance is Increasing every year; 
in 1918 there were 13,231. So the enlargement 
Is needed—to give more camping room, varied 
fccenery and different trout fishing, among other 
things. 
The enlargement will offer additional 


attractions and make Crater Lake National park 
the kind of place where the visitor will want 
to stay all summer. In short, Greater Crater lake 
will be both show place and playground. 


It Is the plan of the national park service 


to give this playground aspect so far as possible 
to til of the national parks. Not all of them 
come by it natuiially, and these are to be helped 
•long by derelopment

domestitated bears and its wonderful lug girie. In

int: 
In short, the Yellowstone is to be made a 


pla> ground sufficiently at tract no to hold the tour- 
ist for a time and to indace him to return. 


Another example of needed enlargement is Se- 


quoia National park in California. This park was 
created in IbOO and contains 232 square miles. 
It was created largely for the purpose of preserv- 
ing the Big Trees (Sequoia gigantea)—the big- 
gest and oldest luing things on the earth. The 
General Sheiinan tree, for example, is about 36 
feet in diameter and is approximately 3.000 years 
old. Congiess, w i t h an eje to the big trees only, 
cut the park boundaries arbitrarily and left out 
a nuuTiificently scenic area which lies contiguous. 
Features of this contiguous area are the canjons of 
the Kings and Kein rners and the summit of 
Mount Whitney (11,301), *'ie highest mountain In 
continental United States. It is now purposed to 
add about a thousand square miles of this con- 
tiguous area to Sequoia and to change its name 
to Roose\elt, making the enlarged park a na- 
tional outdoor memorial to the dead statesman. 
Here again the public playground idea is the basic 
proposition. 


No description can do justice to Crater lake 


itself. Uncle Sam, however, has done a good Job 
under the circumstances in a booklet issued last 
season by the United States railroad administra- 
tion. And this booklet snjs among other things: 


All of our great national playgrounds have their 


distinctne beauties: each Js different in great 
measure in (he sublimity and attractiveness of 
its national grandeur, hui: Crater lake stands 
alone in this; that all likeness to any familiar 
landscape here ceases. 


Other lands have their crater lakes—Italy, In- 


dift and Hawaii—and there are some craters In this 


country that contain mimatuie lakes, but there 
is only one reallj pi eat c.ihiera of this kind in the 
woild—only one immense basin apparently formed 
through the complete melting In intense heat of 
the entire core ot a great -\olcano, and the falling 
in and utter disappearance through subterranean 
caverns of its i>ia<«si\e bulk 


The titanic comuKion that louned this remark- 


able beautj-spot no hum in eje witnessed. Geolo- 
gists ha\e concluded that ages ago, in the great 
chain of •volcanic inounMm peaks which today ex- 
tends from Washington to California—among them 
Mr. Rainier, Mt Hood, Mt Adams Mt Jefferson, 
Three S'sters, Mt McLoughlin, Mt Shasta and Las- 
sen Peak—there towered one, which has been 
c.'lled Mount Mazama, that may ha\e topped the 
tallest of its fellows. 
Judging from the pitch 


of the remnants of its outer slopes, scientists con- 
clude with reasonable certainty that, if recon- 
structed, its snow-clad peak would rise from 
se\en to eight thousand feet abo-ve its broken 
run. Mazama stands today an uncrowned king, 
shorn of its diadem of burning gold and glittering 
silver, jet holding within its heart a treasure the 
rarest in the world—a beautiful lake, the deepest 
of all lakes, with waters the bluest of all blue 
waters And this is Crater lake. 


Crater lake is almost circular, varying from five 


to six miles in diameter. Its known depth is 2,000 
feet and it is believed to be the deepest bod> of 
fresh water in the world. 
Its surface is 0,177 


feet abo\e the sea. It has no inlet or outlet, being 
fed by springs and winter snows; its water es- 
capes bv underground channels, reappearing as 
springs in the Klamath region, a few miles away. 
It is completely girdled by precipitous cliffs and 
steep talus slopes that fall sharply downward 
from its rim 2,000 to GOO feet to the water's edge. 
Closely encircling it rise many high peaks, notably 
Llao Hock, The Watchman, and Cloud Cap; also 
Glac'er, Garfield and Vidae Peaks. 


Surrounded by canyons, ravines and pinracled 


rock-, and belted by a wilderness of boulder- 
strewn forests, the reg'on for jcars was inacces- 
sible, and unexplored except by the more ven- 
turesome who were attracted by stories of the 
Indians of this mystery lake in its fantastic set- 
ting 
Yet its discovery was accidental; it oc- 


curred in 1853 while an exploring party was 
searching in the Cascade mountains for the fam- 
ous Lost Cabin mine. 


A dispute arose over the choice of a name, the 


party di\iding between Mysterious lake and Deep 
Blue lake. The acnocates of Deep Blue lake won 
the 
A ore, but in 1SG9 a visiting party renamed it 


Crater lake, and this by natural right became its 
title. 


The first sieht of Crater Jake is well-nigh be- 


wildering. Unless looked into from the rim it is 
invisible. 
Wonderment at the height and steep- 


ness ot its encircling cliffs succeeds the first as- 
tonishment; admiration of the loveliness of its 
coloring next enthralls the beholder in the se- 
quence of impressions. Its unique beauty lies in 
no small measure in its coloring, the brilliance 
of which if reproduced in painting or print would 
seem exaggerated and impossible to those who 
have not seen the reality. Nowhere else is there 
such an azure. One feels that a glass of its wa- 
ter would show blue as if stained with cobalt, but 
«t is clear as crystal and as pure. 
The deeper 


parts are a brilliant ultramarine, shading to 
turquoise in the shallower reaches, and to light 
jade green in the few indented coves around the 
shore. A hundred feet down the glaze of a plate 
is plainly discernible. The surroundings help the 
brilliance of the blue; the rocks are of metallic 
hues; the peaks of the rim are often snow covered; 
the lava gray of the steep scarred walls is mottled 
and splotched with bright yellows and reds, mark- 
ings left by volcanic action long ago, and always 
there is the dark green of the pines and firs and 
shnibs that grow on these declivities wherever 
they find root-hold.

r I ^HE Heart of Midlothian, by 


• 
many called the finest of the 


•*• 
Waverley 
Novels, was pub- 


lished anonymously in ISIS. It takes 
Its name from the Tolbooth, or old city 
jail, in Edmburg (pulled down in 
1813), the "stony heart" of Midlothian, 
which reared its ancient front in the 
very middle of the High street of the 
city. 


On the afternoon of September 8, 


173G, Reuben Butler, assistrnt-master 
of the school at Libberton, and licensed 
minister of the gospel, found himself 
in unexpected trouble. 
First of all, 


he had become entangled with the 
crowd of good citizens of Edmburg 
in the Grassmarket, murmuring at the 
postponement of the execution of Cap- 
tain John Porteous of the City Guard. 
They were still in the heat of anger 
from the events of the preceding day, 
when Porteous had ordered his men 
to fire, and had fired himself, upon 
the crowd, some of whom were at- 
tempting to cut down the body of 
"Scotch" Wilson, the famous smuggler. 
Several innocent citizens had been 
killed. Now that the chief offender 
seemed likely to escape, there was no 
knowing what the mob might do. The 
quiet young pedagogue would gladly 
have returned to Libberton. Then, to 
his consternation, he learned that Effle 
Deans, the younger and more charming 
sister of his sweetheart Jeanie Deans, 
was Imprisoned in the Tolbooth. 


When he had last seen Effie, more 


than a year before, she had been a 
beautiful and blooming girl, the lily 
of Saint Leonard's. Many a traveler 
past her father's cottage had stopped 
his horse on the eve of entering Edm- 
burg, to gaze at her as she tripped by 
him, with her milk-pail poised on her 
head, bearing herself so erect, and 
stepping so light and free under her 
burden that It seemed rather an orna- 
ment than an encumbrance. 
Now the 


poor girl, scarce eighteen years of age, 
lay in the Tolbooth, charged with child- 
murder. 


The facts were that after working 


for a time in a shop in Edinburg, the 
unhappy prisoner had disappeared for 
the space of a week, and then made 
her appearance before her sister at 
Saint Leonard's In a state that had 
rendered Jeanie only too certain of 
her misfortune. But to all questions 
she had remained mute as the grave, 
until the officers of justice had come 
to apprehend her. 


Before Reuben Butler could see her, 


the Tolbooth was closed; and before 
he could escape from the city a crowd 
of rioters compelled him to return with 
them to the Jail and administer the 
last rites to Porteous, whom they 
dragged forth to death. 


The leader of the mob, a young man 


disguised In woman's clothes, seized 
a moment in the midst of the turmoil 
In the jail to beg Effie to escape. "For 
God's sake—for your own sake—for 
my sake—flee, or they'll take your 
life," was all that he had time to say. 


The girl gazed after him for a mo- 


ment, and then, faintly muttering, 
"Better tyne life, since tint Is gude 
fame," she sunk her head upon her 
hand, and remained, seemingly, as un- 
conscious as a statue, of the noise and 
tumult which passed around her. 


In the morning, on his way to see 


Jeanie and her father at Saint Leon- 
ard's, Butler encountered In the King's 


"tell Jeanie Deans that, when the moon 
rises, I shall expect to meet her at 
Nicol Muschat's Cairn, beneath Saint 
Anthony's chapel." 


After attempting In vain to Induce 


Jeanie to explain the message, he re- 
turned to visit Effle again, in the Tol- 
booth, only to be compelled, on his ar- 
rival there, to tell the whole story, 
lest he be convicted of guilt in the 
Porteous affair. And then he was sent 
home, under bail not to leave Libber- 
ton, nor to communicate with any 
member of the family of Effie Deans. 


But if his experiences were to him 


incomprehensible they were by no 
means so to the authorities. By piec- 
ing together his testimony with those 
of others, they rightly determined that 
the stranger in the Iling's park, the 
leader of the Porteous mob, and the 
father of Effie's child were one and 
the same person; 
namely, 
Geordie 


Robertson, comrade of Wilson 
the 


smuggler, and but lately escaped from 
the very prison in which Effie Deans 
was now confined. Accordingly, they 
planned to capture him that night at 
Muschat's 
Cairn., But before 
they 


could reach that place, Robertson had 
time to beg Jeanie to save her sister 
at the trial by testifying that Effie had 
disclosed to her her condition. Then 
he escaped. 


Merely that slight falsehood would 


ha\e removed the case of Effie Deans 
from under the letter of the 
cruel 


Scotch statute. But Jeanie, steadfast- 
ly, devoutly truthful, was utterly un- 
able to placate her conscience in beaiv 
ing false witness. Nor could the dis- 
appointment of Effie her-self, whom she 
was at last permitted to visit in the 
strong-room of the prison, alter her 
resolution. 
"He wanted that I suld 


be mansworn," she said. "I told him 
that I daurna swear to an untruth." 


At the trial, when Jeanie was 


brought in to testify, Effie, in human 
weakness, cried, "O Jeanie, Jeanie, 
save me!" But when the solemn oath, 
—"th« truth to tell, and no truth to 
conceal, as far as she knew or was 
asked," was administered "in the name 
of God, and as the witness should an- 
swer to God at the great day of judg- 
ment," Jeanie, educated in deep rever- 
ence for the name of the deity, was 
elevated above all considerations save 
those which she could, with a clear 
conscience, call Him to witness. And 
when the advocate came at length to 
the point of asking her, "what your 
sister said ailed her when you in- 
quired?" Jeanie could only answrer, 
"nothing." 
When the .sentence was 


pronounced by the doomsman, Effie's 
own eyes were the only dry ones in 
the court. "God forgive ye, my lords," 
she said, "and dinna be angry wi' me 
for w ishia' it—we a' need forgiveness " 


The nett morning found Jeanie 


Deins traveling alone and afoot on 
the long road to London "to see the 
Queen's face that gives grace," and 
beg for her sister's pardon. Her tar- 
tan screen served all the purposes of 
a riding habit, and of an Umbrella; a 
small bundle contained such changes 
of linen as were absolutely necessary. 
She had a few guineas, and a letter 
from Reuben Butler to the Duke of 
Argyle, whose grandfather had been 
under obligations of the deepest to 
the famous Bible Butler, grandfather 
of the poor assistant-schoolmaster, now 
sick at Libberton. 


She passed^ luckily, on the whole, 


through so weary and dangerous a 
journey, and at length, through the 
intercession of the duke, secured the 
pardon which she sought. 


Before she reached Scotland again, 


Effie had eloped with Ler lover, who 
was in reality George Staunton, son 
of an English nobleman. The sisters, 
who had last met when Effie was sit- 
ting on the bench of the condemned, 
did not meet again for many years, 
though Lady Staunton wrote some- 
times to Jeanie—now Mrs. 
Butler, 


wife of Mr. Reuben Butler, pastor of 
Knocktarlitie. 


Finally, 
by chance, 
Sir 
George 


learned that Meg Murdockson, who had 
attended Effie in her illness, had not 
murdered the child, as they had al- 
ways supposed. He traced the boy to 
a certain troop of .vagabonds, of which 
Black Donald was the chief. 
In an 


affray with Black Donald's men, Sir 
George was shot by a young lad called 
"the Whistler," who proved to be the 
lost son. 
The lad disappeared, and 


escaped to America. 
Lady Staunton, 


overcome by the tragedy, after vain 
efforts to drown her grief in society, 
retired to a convent in France. Al- 
though she took no vows, she remained 
there until her death. 
But her in- 


fluence at court accomplished much 
for the children of her sister Jeanie, 
who lived happily on in the good par- 
ish with which the bounty of the 
Duke of Argyle had provided her hus- 
band. 


The Heart of Midlothian is notable 


for having rather fewer Important 
characters, a smaller variety of inci- 
dents, and less description of scenery 
than most of Scott's novels. One of 
the most remarkable sdenes In all fic- 
tion is the meeting of the two sisters 
in prison under the eyes of the jailer 
Ratcliffe. 
The interview of Jeanie 


with Queen Caroline is also most note- 
worthy. There Is much humor at the 
expense of the Cameronlan wing of the 
Presbyterian faith in Scotland. In this 
work also appears the strange charac- 
ter of Madge Wildfire, daughter of the 
old crone,.Meg Murdockson.

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RATER LAKE NATIONAL PARK 
is to be enlarged—according to all 
indications. 
The 
senate 
passed 
the bill (S.2T07) tlie other day with­ 
out opposition. The house Is likely 
to follow suit; at least no opposi­ 
tion to the project has made its 
appearance publicly. 
The national 
park service is supporting it. 
The 
area to be added is public domain. 
There is therefore no expense. The 
enlargement is scenically attractive, is naturally 
a part of the park and is needed for the com­ 
prehensive development of the public playground 
of which Crater Lake is the feature. 


The small map given herewith has a broken 
line around the present park and the heavy contin­ 
uous line shows the park as enlarged. The pres­ 
ent park Is approximately 13 miles east and west 
by 18 miles north and south and contains 249 
square miles or 159,360 acres. 
The enlargement 
contains about 145 square miles or 92,800 acres. 
The park lies in Klamath county, in southwestern 
Oregon, about CO miles from the California line. 
The nearest railroad points are Medford on the 
main line of the Southern Pacific, 83 miles to the 
southwest; Klamath Falls, G2 miles to the south 
on a branch line, and Kirk, 26 miles to the south­ 
east on a branch line. The park lies on the crest 
of the Cascades and varies in elevation from 0,000 
to 9,000 feet. 


The addition is spoken of locally as the “Dia- 
^ 
mond lake region,” because of the very attractive 
lake which Is one of its features. 
This lake is 
about 5,000 feet above sea level and is about 5 
by 2% miles. From Crater lake to Diamond lake 
by trail is 18 miles. 
Diamond lake is compara­ 
tively shallow and warms up enough for comfort­ 
able bathing. 
On the east and south the shore 
is grassy, with a gradual slope to a pebbly beach. 
The lake is beautifully situated and altogether 
the location makes an ideal camping ground. 


In this lies much of its desirability. 
Crater 
lake is a world marvel, but it is not entirely ad­ 
mirable as a camping ground. 
Tho camping 
ground is of course on the rim, a thousand feet 
or so above the water. And as a bathing lake it 
Is out of the question, the temperature of its 
water being about 38 degrees all summer. 
And 
in addition the lake is more than 2,000 feet deep 
in places. 


The Diamond lake region offers fine fishing 
also. To be sure, nobody could ask for finer trout 
than the rainbows In Crater lake. They run big; 
some of them scale ten pounds. 
And they are 
magnificent fighters; many experts hold that pound 
for pound the Crater lake rainbow iu the hardest 
fighter of all the western trout. But fishing from 
the rocky* broken shore at the foot of the lake 
walls is often hard work. The best fishing is from 
a boat—and to some anglers this is comparatively 
no fun. 
They want to steal along a stream and 
find a pool and match wits with the big fellow 
that has pre-empted it and holds it against all 
comers. 


And that's just the kind of fishing there is up 
around Diamond lake. 
Two creeks—Silent and 
Short—fiow into Diamond lake at its south end, 
Two Bear creek Hows into it from the north. 
Other trout streams are scattered over the ad­ 
dition. 


All the roads into the present park come from 
the south. 
The enlargement will give the park 
a road from the north and direct connection with 
Bend and central Oregon points. 
In the future 
q, connecting road to the wonderful Iiim road 
around Crater lake would bi* a natural improve­ 
m ent; at present only a horse trail crosses the 
range, which thrusts through tho enlargement 
and into the park like a huge wedge. 


Right up in the very northeast corner of the 
enlargement is Howlock mountain (8,351 feet). 
To the east of Diamond lake is Mount Thieisen 
(9,178) and to the west is Mount Bailey (8,350), 
They are picturesque peaks and well worth as­ 
cending. 
All through the addition there is scen­ 
ery worth while. 


Crater lake attracted 16,045 visitors last sum­ 
mer and the attendance is increasing every year; 
in 1918 there were 13,231. 
So the enlargement 
Js needed—to #ive more camping room, varied 
scenery and different trout fishing, among other 
things. 
The enlargement will offer additional 
attractions and make Crater Lake National j)ark 
the kind of place where the visitor will want 
to stay all summer. In short, Greater Crater lake 
will be both show place and playground. 


It is the plan of the national park service 
to £ive this playground aspect so far as possible 
to all of the national parks. 
Not all of them 
come by It naturally, and these are to be helped 
fiUonff by development.

Yellowstone, our oldest and most famous na­ 
tional park—the first national park in the world 
—never had been a success as a playground. The 
truth is it is a wonderhouse of freak scenery— 
geysers, boiling springs, volcanic curiosities and 
the Yellowstone Falls. 
Also it has its semi- 
domesticated bears and Its wonderful big game. In 
the old days of the stage coach the regulation trip 
took five days. After that the tourist was ready 
to leave. 
And he seldom returned to see the 
park a second time. 
Now that the automobile 
has taken the place of tho coach, the time of the 
regulation trip has been cut in two; otherwise 
the same conditions obtain. 
The Yellowstone at­ 
tendance 
figures 
tell 
the story. 
In 1915, the 
attendance was 51,895; in 1916 it was 35,849; in 
1917 it was 35,400; in 1918 it was 21,275; in 1919 
it was 62,261. 
By way of contrast take tho cor­ 
responding attendance at Rocky Mountain Nation­ 
al park, which is a play ground park where peo­ 
ple stay their entire vacation time and there are 
thousands of “regulars” who go every year: 8V 
000 and 51,000 and 117,186 and 101,497 and 109,- 
492. 
Rocky mountain has no freak scenery, but 
its scenic magnificence wears well and a large 
proportion of Its visitors regard it as their sum­ 
mer home. 


In consequence the national park service is pro­ 
moting the project of adding about a thousand 
square miles to the south end of Yellowstone, in­ 
cluding the Teton range, Grand Teton, Mount 
Moran, Jackson lake and the Jackson Ilole region 
and the headwaters of the Yellowstone. This ad- 
# dition will give the Yellowstone the kind, of scen­ 
ery it lacks. Moreover, plans for the farther de­ 
velopment of the Yellowstone include large auto­ 
mobile camps, golf links, tennis courts and the en­ 
couragement of fishing, mountain climbing and rid­ 
ing. 
In short, the Yellowstone is to be made a 
playground suliieiently attractive to hold the tour­ 
ist for a time and to induce him to return. 


Another example of needed enlargement is Se­ 
quoia National park in California. This park was 
created in lbUO and contains 252 square miles. 
It was created largely for the purpose of preserv­ 
ing the Big Trees (Sequoia gigantea)—the big­ 
gest and oldest living things on the earth, 
The 
General Sherman tree, for example, Js about 36 
feet in diameter and is approximately 5,000 years 
old. 
Congress* with an eye to tho big trees only, 
cut the park boundaries arbitrarily and left out 
a magnificently seenic area which lies contiguous, 
Features of this contiguous area are the canyons of 
the Kings and Kern rivers and the summit of 
Mount Whitney (14,501), tho highest mountain In 
continental United States, 
It is now purposed to 
add about a thousand square miles of this con­ 
tiguous area to Sequoia and to change its name 
to Roosevelt, making the enlarged park a na­ 
tional outdoor memorial to the dead statesman, 
Here again the public playground idea is the basic 
Im position. 


No description can do justice to Crater lake 
itself. 
Uncle Sam, however, ha» done a good job 
under the circumstances in a booklet issued last 
season by the United States railroad administra­ 
tion. 
And this booklet says among other things: 
All of our great national playgrounds have their 
distinctive beauties; each is different in great 
measure in the sublimity and attractiveness of 
its national grandeur, but Crater lake stands 
alone in this: that all likeness to any familiar 
landscape here ceases. 


Other lands have their crater lakes—Italy, In* 
iind Hawaii—and there are some craters in this 


country that contain miniature lakes; but there 
is only one really great caldera of this kind in the 
world—only one immense basin apparently formed 
through the complete melting by intense heat of 
the entire core of a great volcano, and the falling 
in and utter disappearance through subteiTanean 
caverns of its massive bulk. 


The titanic convulsion that formed this remark­ 
able beauty-spot no human eye witnessed. Geolo­ 
gists have concluded that ages ago, in the great 
chain of volcanic mountain peaks which today ex­ 
tends from Washington to California—among them 
Mt. Rainier, Mt. Ilood, Mt. Adams, Mt. Jefferson, 
Three Sisters, Mt, McLoughlin, Mt. Shasta and Las­ 
sen Peak—there towered one, 
which has been 
called Mount Mazama, that may have topped the 
tallest of its fellows. 
Judging from the pitch 
of the remnants of its outer slopes, scientists con­ 
clude with reasonable certainty that, if recon­ 
structed, its snow-clad peak would rise from 
seven to eight thousand feet above its broken 
rim. 
Mazama stands today an uncrowned king, 
shorn of its diadem of burning gold and glittering 
silver, yet holding within its heart a treasure the 
rarest in the world—a beautiful lake, the deepest 
of all lakes, with waters the bluest of all blue 
waters. And this is Crater lake. 


Crater lake is almost circular, varying from five 
to six miles in diameter. Its known depth Is 2,000 
feet and it is believed to be the deepest body of 
fresh water in the world. 
Its surface is 6,177 
feet above the sea. It has no inlet or outlet, being 
fed by springs and winter snows; its water es­ 
capes by underground channels, reappearing as 
springs in the Klamath region, a few miles away. 
It is completely girdled by precipitous cliffs and 
steep talus slopes that fall sharply downward 
from its rim 2,000 to 600 feet to the water’s edge. 
Closely encircling it rise many high peaks, notably 
Liao Rock, The Watchman, and Cloud Cap; also 
Glacier, Garfield and Vidae Peaks. 


Surrounded by canyons, ravines and pinnacled 
rocks, and belted by a wilderness of boulder- 
strewn forests, the region for years was inacces­ 
sible, and unexplored except by the more ven­ 
turesome who were attracted by stories of the 
Indians of this mystery lake in its fantastic set­ 
ting. 
Yet its discovery was accidental; it oc­ 
curred in 1853 while an exploring party was 
searching in tho Cascade mountains for the fam­ 
ous Lost Cabin mine. 


A dispute arose over the choice of a name, tho 
party dividing between Mysterious lake and Deep 
Blue lake. The advocates of Deep Blue lake won 
the vote, but in 1809 a visiting party renamed it 
Crater lake, and this by natural right became its 
title. 


The first sight of Crater lake is well-nigh be­ 
wildering. 
Unless looked Into from the rim it is 
invisible. 
Wonderment at the height and steep­ 
ness of its encircling cliffs succeeds the first as­ 
tonishment; admiration of the loveliness of its 
coloring next enthralls the beholder in the se­ 
quence of impressions. 
Its unique beauty lies in 
no small measure in its coloring, the brilliance 
of which if reproduced in painting or print would 
seem exaggerated and impossible to those who 
have not seen the reality. Nowhere else is there 
such an azure, 
One feels that a glass of its wa­ 
ter would show blue as if stained with cobalt, but 
it is clear as crystal and as pure. 
The deeper 
parts are a brilliant ultramarine, shading to 
turquoise in the shallower reaches, and to light 
jade green in the few indented coves around the 
shore. A hundred feet down the glaze of a plate 
is plainly discernible. The surroundings help the 
brilliance of the blue; the rocks are of metallic 
hues; the peaks of the rim are often snow covered; 
the lava gray of the steep scarred walls is mottled 
and splotched with bright yellows and reds, mark­ 
ings left by volcanic action long ago, and always 
there Js the dark green of the pines and firs and 
shrubs that grow on these declivities wherever 
they find root-hold.

tlons has practically driven the pick- 
ling business out of existence, is shown 
by studies made in Wisconsin by Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
scientists. Tlieir investigations prove 
that the white pickle disease, or mo- 
saic disease of cucumbers, also attacks 
the wild or white pickle cucumber, a 
vine which occurs along streams and Is 
used for ornamental purposes in many 
parts of the middle West. 
Michigan, 
Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin, whca-e 
this wild vine thrives, are the,center 
of the pickle-growing industry in thi^ 
country. The wild plant is a serious 
menace to the cultivated cucumber in 
these stat-es, because It is the prin- 
cipal. if not tlie only, means hy which 
this disease is carried over from sea- 
son to season. 


All persons in town and 
country 
in cucumber -regions are urged by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture to stop planting the wild cucum- 
ber and to pull up and destroy all wild 
cucumber plants tound in their vicin- 
ity. 


Disease Near Tov/ns. 


Coincident with Uie great abundance 
of wild cucumbers near towns It has 
been observed that the white pickle 
disease of the cultivated cucumber is 
generally more abundant and severe 
near towns than in tlie open country. 
This is of 
importance not only 
to 
near-by farmers who grow pickles as 
a business, but to town gardeners as 
well wiio wish to grow a few cucum- 
bers, muskmeions or other vine crops 
for home use. The disease may attack 
ony of these vines so severely as to 
kiñ the plant or prevent the production 
of any but warty and worthless fruits. 
' 
Tho striped cucumber beetle, which 
is usually present on cucumbers, is 
one of the most effective agents in 
spreading the disease from plant to 
planp and from field to field. Depart- 
ment of agriculture scientists have 
shown that tho disease is carried from 
one cucumber crop to the next as fol- 
lows : Seed produced on a 
mosaic

More 
neighborhood 
trouble 
has 
originated from neighbor's chickens de- 
stroying garden crops than from any 
other one source, it has been asserted. 
A good, closely-wovon wire fence is 
tlie best insurance that can be taken 
out against such troubles. 


A garden was being destroyed by a 
nelgnbor's chickens, and 
tho 
owner 
bored small holes in grains of corn 
and tied a thread about a foot in 
length to cach kernel of corn. 
On the 
other end of tlie thread he tied small 
tags on which was printed, "I have 
been scratching in my neighbor's gar- 
den." 


When the fowls went home with one 
or more of thes?e tags hanging from 
their beaks, there was no further trou- 
ble. 


A good fence not only keeps 
out 
nei^liluir's chickens but dojis and cats 
as well. AMille the chickens scratch 
up the ground, the dogs destroy It by 
running over it and making beds un- 
derneath 
tho foliage of 
the 
larger 
crops. 
Cats are particularly trouble- 
some when the garden is first planted, 
and it takes a pretty good fence to 
keep them out.

Beetles Carry Dlseaee, 
When the garden and field cucum- 
bers appear the beetles fiy to feed on 
them, carrying the disease with them. 
It Is quite certain, therefore, that the 
disease generally starts each season 
from the wllú cucumber, and it ap- 
pears probable that the elimination of 
this plant as an ornamental would go 
far toward reducing the amount of 
mosaic disease on cultivated cucum» 
bers. 
Among tlie climbing 
annuals 
which have been recommended to take 
the place of wild cucumbers as an or- 
namental are the morning glory, the 
scarlet runner bean, and the cypress 
vine. All are quick growers and pro- 
vide shade 
and 
an 
abundance 
of 
showy flowers. Of the many perennial 
vines available for use as ornamentals, 
the Virginia creeper, the wild grape, 
white flowered clematis, and the false 
bittersweet are mentioned as especially 
adapted for the middle West. 
Tliose 
Interested In looking into the matter 
further »should secure Farmers' liulie- 
tin 1Ü5 from the United States depart- 
tueiit of agricuUviro.

RATER LAKE NATIONAL PARK 
Is to be enlarged—according to nil 
• 
indications. 
The 
senate 
passed 


^ 
^ 
the bill (S.2707) tlio other day with- 
out opposition. 
The house Is likely 
to follow suit; at least no opposi- 
tion to the project has made its 
appearance publicly. 
The national 
park service is supporting It 
The 
area to be added is public domain. 
There is therefore no expense. 
The 
enlargement is scenically attractive, is naturally 
a part of the park and is needed for the com- 
prehensive development of the public playground 
of which Crater Lake Is tlie feature. 


The small map given herewitli has a broken 
line around the present park and the heavy contin- 
uous line shows the park as enlarged. 
The pres- 
ent park is approximately 18 miles east and west 
by 18 miles north and south and contains 249 
square miles or 159.360 aci*es. 
The enlargement 
contains about 145 square miles or 92.800 acres. 
The park lies in Klamatli county, in southwestern 
Oregon, about CO miles from the California lino. 
The nearest railroad points are Medford on the 
main line of the Southern Pacific, 83 miles to tlie 
southwest; Klamath Falls, G2 miles to the soutli 
on a branch line, and Kirk, 26 miles to the south- 
east on a branch line. The park lies on the crest 
of the Cascades and varies in elevation from 5,000 
to 0,000 feet. 


The addition is spoken of locally as the "Dia- 
mond lake region," because of the very attractive 
lake which is one of its features. 
This lake is 
about 5,000 feet above sea level and is about 5 
by 21/é miles. 
From Crater lake to Diamond lake 
by trail is 18 miles. 
Diamond lake Is compara- 
tively shallow and warms up enough for comfort- 
able bathing. 
On the east and south the shore 
is grassy, with a gradual slope to a pebbly beach. 
The lake is beautifully situated and altogether 
the location maíces an Ideal camping ground. 


In this lies much of its desirability. 
Crater 
lake is a world marvel, but It is not entirely ad- 
mirable as a camping ground. 
The camping 
ground is of course on the rim. a thousand feet 
or so above the water. 
And as a bathing lake It 
Is out of the question, the temperature of Its 
water being about 38 degrees all summer. 
And 
In addition the lake is more than 2,000 feet deep 
in places. 


The Diamond lake region oiTers line» fishing 
also. To be sure, nobody could ask for finer trout 
than the rainbows in Crater lake. 
They nin big; 
some of them scale ten pounds. 
And they are 
magnificent fighters; many exports ]i(»ld tliat pound 
for pound the Crater lake rainbuw lb the hardest 
fighter of all the western trout. 
But fishing from 
the rocky, broken shore at the foot of the lake 
walls ie often hard work. The best fishing is from 
a boat—and to some anglers this Is comparatively 
no fun. 
They want to steal along a stream and 
find a pool and match wits with the big fellow 
timt has pre-empted it and holds it against all 
comers. 


And that's just the kind of fishing there Js up 
around Diamond lake. 
Two creeks—tíllont and 
Short—fiow into Diamond lake at Its south end. 
Two Bear creek fiows Into it from the north. 
Other trout streams are scattered over the ad- 
dition. 


AJl the roads into the present park come from 
the south. 
The enlargement will give the park 
a road from the north and direct connection with 
Bend and central Oregon points. 
In the future 
fl, connecting road to the wonderful Kim road 
around Crater lake would bi' a natural Improve^ 
liient; at present only a Iiorse trail crosses tlie 
range, which 
thrusts through the 
enlargement 
and Into the park like a huge wedge. 


Right up in the very norilieast corner of the 
enlargement is Howlock mountain 
(S,85J feet). 
To the east of Diamond lake Is Mount Thielsen 
(0,178) and to the west is Mount Bailey (8.356). 
TJiey are picturesque peaks and well worth as- 
cending. 
AJl through the addition there is scen- 
ery worth while. 


Crater Jake attracted 10,045 visitors last sum- 
mer and the attendance is Increasing every year; 
In 1018 there were 13,231. 
í3o the enlargement 
Js needed—to give more camping room, varied 
scenery and different trout fishing, among other 
things. 
The 
enlargement 
will oilier additional 
attracUons and make Crater Lake National park 
tlie kind of place where the visitor will M'ant 
to stay all summen 
In tihort, Greater Crater lake 
will 
be both show place and playground. 


It is the plan oí the national park service 
to ^ v e this playground aspect so far as possible 
to all of the national parks. 
Not all of tiiem 
como by it natumDy, and these are to be helped 
iiifinff bv develoDiuent. 


yellowstouo. our oldest and most famous na- 
tional park—the first national park in the world 
—never had been a success as a playground. 
The 
trath is It is a wonderhouse of freak scenei'y— 
geysers, boiling springs, volcanic curiosities and 
the Yellowstone Falls. 
Also It has its semi- 
domesticated bears and its wonderful big game. In 
the old daj'S of the stage coach the regulation trip 
took five days. 
After that the tourist was ready 
to leave. 
And he seldom returned to see the 
park a second time. 
Now that the automobile 
has taken the place of the coach, the time of the 
regulation trip has been cut in two; otherwise 
tlie same conditions obtain. 
The Yellowstone at- 
tendance 
figures 
tell 
the story. 
In 1U15, the 
attendance was 51,81)5; in 1910 It was 85,840; In 
1917 it was 35,400; in 1918 it was 21.275; in 1910 
it was 02,201. 
By way of contrast take the cor- 
responding attendance at Ilocky Mountain Nation- 
al park, which is a play ground park where peo- 
ple stay Uieir entire vacation time and there are 
thousands of "regulars'* who go every year: SI,- 
000 and 51,000 and 117,180 and 101.497 and 109.- 
492. 
Itocky mountain has no freak scenery, but 
Its scenic magnificence wears well and a large 
proportion of its visitors regard it as their sum- 
mer home. 


In consequence the national park service is pi*o- 
motlng the project of adding about a thousand 
square miles to the south end of Yellowstone. In- 
cluding the Teton range. Grand Teton, Mount 
Moran, Jackson lake and the Jackson Hole region 
and the headwaters of the Yellowstone. 
This ad- 
, ditlon will give the Yellowstone the kind of scen- 
ery it lacks. 
Moreover, i)lans for the farther de- 
velopment of the Yellowstone Include large auto- 
niobile camps, golf links, tennis courts and the en- 
couragement of fishing, mountain climbing and rid- 
ing. 
In short, the Yellowstone is to be made a 
playground sufiicfently alti'active to hold the tour- 
ist U)v a time and to induce him to return. 


Another example of needed enlargement is Se- 
quoia National park in California. This park was 
created in 1690 and contains 252 square miles. 
It was created hirgely for the purpose of preserv- 
ing the Big Trees (iSequoia glgantea)--the big- 
gest and oldest living things on the earth, 
The 
General ^51ierman tree, for example, is about 86 
feet in diameter and Js appj^ximately 5.000 years 
old. 
Congresst. Mith an eye to the big trees only, 
cut the park boundaries arbitrarily and left out 
a magnifieently srenic area which Ilea contiguous. 
Features of tJils contiguous area are the canyons of 
the Kings and Kern rivers and the summit of 
Mount Whitney (14,501). the highest mountain In 
continental United States. 
It is now purposed to 
add about a thousand square miles of this con- 
tiguous area to Sequoia and to change its name 
to Koosevelt, making the enlarged park a na- 
tional outdoor memorial to the dead statesman. 
Here again the public playground idea Is the basic 
proposition. 


No description can do justice to Crater lake 
itself. 
Uncle Sam, however, has done a good Job 
under the circumstances in a booklet Issued last 
season by the United States railroad adiiJinlstra- 
tion. 
And this booklet says among other things: 
All of our great national playgrounds have their 
distinctive beauties; each is difiVrent in great 
measure In the subiimliy and attractiveJiess of 
Its national grandeur, but Crater lake stands 
alone Jn this: tJmt all likeness to any familiar 
landscape here ceases. 


Other lands have their crater lakes—Italy, In- 
<ii»iind Hawaii—and there are some craters Jn this 


country that contain miniature lakes; but there 
is only one really great caldoi-a of this kind in the 
world—only one immense basin apparently formed 
through the complete melting by intense heat of 
the entire core of a great volcano, and the falling 
in and utter disappearance through subterranean 
caverns of its massive bulk. 


The titanic convulsion that formed this remark- 
able beauty-spot no human eye witnessed. 
Geolo- 
gists have concluded that ages ago, in the great 
chain of volcanic mountain peaks which today ex- 
tends from Washington to California—among them 
Mt. Kainier, Mt. Hood, Mt. Adams. Mt. Jefferson, 
Three Sisters, Mt, McLoughlln. Mt. Shasta and Las- 
sen Peak—there towered one. 
which has been 
called Mount Mazama, that may have topped the 
tallest of Its fellows. 
Judging from the pitch 
of the remnants of its outer slopes, scientists con- 
clude with reasonable certainty that, if recon- 
structed, 
its snow-clad peak would rise from 
seven to eight thousand feet above its broken 
rim. 
Mazama stands today an uncrowned king, 
shorn of its diadem of burning gold and glittering 
silver, yet holding within its heart a treasure the 
rarest in the world—a beautiful lake, the deepest 
of all lakes, with waters the bluest of all blue 
waters. And tliis is Crater lake. 


Crater lake is almost circular, varying from five 
to six miles in diameter. Its known depth is 2,000 
feet and it is believed to be the deepest body of 
fresh water in the world. 
Its surface is 6,177 
feet above the sea. It has no Inlet or outlet, being 
fed by springs and winter snows; its water es- 
capes by underground channels, reappearing as 
springs in the Klamath region, a few miles away. 
It is completely girdled by precipitous clllTs and 
.steep talus slopes that fall sharply downward 
from its rim 2.000 to 600 feet to the water's edge. 
Closely encircling It rise many high peaks, notably 
Llao Rock, The Watchman, and Cloud Cap; also 
Glacier. Garfield and Vidae Peaks. 


Surrounded by canyons, ravines and pinnacled 
rocks, and belted by a wilderness of boulder- 
strewn forests, the I'egion for years was inacces- 
sible, and unexplored except by the more ven- 
turesome who were attracted by stories of tlie 
Indians of this mystery lake in Its fantostie set- 
ting. 
Yet its discovery was accidental; It oc- 
curred in 1853 while an exploring party was 
searching in tlie Cascade mountains for the fam- 
ous Lost Cabin mine. 


A dispute arose over tlie choice of a name, the 
party dividing between Mysterious lake and Deep 
Blue lake. The advocates of Deep Blue lake won 
the vote, but in 1K69 a visiting party renamed it 
Crater lake, and this by natural right became Us 
title. 


The first sight of Crater lake is well-nigh be- 
wildering. 
Unless looked into from the rim It is 
Invisible. 
AVonderment at the height and steep- 
ness of its encircling cliffs succeeds the first as- 
tonishment; admiration of the loveliness of its 
coloring next enthralls the beholder In the se- 
quence of impressions. 
Its unique beauty lies in 
no small measurt? In Its coloring, the brilliance 
of which if reproduced in painting or print would 
seem exaggerated and impossible to those who 
have not seen the reality. 
Nowhere else is there 
such an azure. 
One feels that a glass of Its wa- 
ter would show blue as If stained with cobalt, but 
it is clear as ci\vstal and as pure. 
The deeper 
parts are a brilliant xUtramarine, shading to 
turquoise in the shallower reaches, and to light 
jade green in the few indented coves around the 
shore. 
A hundred feet down the glaze of a plate 
is plainly discernible. 
The surroundings help the 
brilliance of tlie blue; the rocks are of metallic 
hues; the peaks of the rim are often snow covered; 
the lava gray of the steep scarred walls is mottled 
and splotched with bright yellows and reds, mark- 
ings left by volcanic action long ago, and always 
there Is the dai'k green of the pines and flrs and 
shrubs tliat grow on these declivities wherever 
they find root-hold. 
The watei^ are usually plac- 
id, gleaming as though glazed by the sun. and in 
this mirror of Nature the reflections stand out 
with astoundincr dlstlnctn^sa,
